1, wherein fluorescein is attached to the nucleotide at position 1 of SEQ ID NO.l, 
ROX is attached to the nucleotide position 21, and DABSYL is attached to the nucleotide 
position 5 or 10 of SEQ ID No.l, and an oligonucleotide consisting of nucleotide sequence of 
SEQ ID No. 1. 
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In view of the absence of either teaching or suggestion of an oligonucleotide consisting of 
nucleotide sequence of SEQ ID NO.l and with the attached fluorescent dyes at specific positions 
of SEQ ID NO.l, in the prior art of record, the present claimed invention is novel and non- 
obvious.
